IS CESAR TAKING OVER AGRICULTURE? 


Cesar Chavez, the charis- 
matic Mexican-American 
whose successes in o: 
California farm workers 
shook up the AFL-CIO to the 
emia where the union took 

over, has had enormous 
national publicity. 

A Chavez-sponsored thea- 
trical troupe has produced an 
off-Broadway revue in New 
York, to rave reviews by the 
critics. 

Chavez has won powerful 
friends — Walter Reuther and 
Senator Robert Kennedy, to

Under Chavez’ leadership.

Production 
Below Average 


SACRAMENTO - Cali- 
fornia’s 1967 cotton crop 
is forecast on the basis of 
conditions and prospects as 
of September 1 at 1,225,- 
000 bales, according to the 
California Crop and Live- 
stock Reporting service. 

This is about the sameas 
the 1,228,000 bales pro- 
duced in 1966 but 30 per cent 
less than the 1961-65 aver- 
age of 1,753,000 bales. With 
590,000 acres for harvest 
the yield per acre is in- 
dicated at 997 pounds com- 
pared with 952 pounds last 
year and 1,099 the 5-year 
average, 

California’s cotton crop 
made good progress during 
August and has made ‘up 
part of the lateness due 
to cold wet weather at 
planting time. Growers 
rate the crop still 2 to 3 
weeks behind normal de- 
velopment. A heavy set of 
bolis is reported and a few 
open bolls have appeared in 
early planted fields. 

Bollworms are building 
up rapidly in the San Joa- 
quin valley and are dif- 
ficult to control. The pink 
bollworm is causing 
serious damage in infested 
desert areas. Growers 
have about completed. ir- 
rigation and are concentra- 
ting on insect control. 

Because of the lateness 
of the crop, picking is not 
expected tostart until about 
the middle of September 
on the earliest fields. 

United States total cotton 
production is forecast at 
8,185,000 bales, 15 per cent 
less than last year’s total 
of 9,575,000 bales and 45 
per cent below the 1961-65 
average of 14,935,000 
bales.
